This made him think and make num- 
bers of experiments with, a strong mi- 
croscope, find he found that the curly 
hair was covorpd with Uny open pores, 
and so he realized, that If the hair was 
to be made curly tt must first be made 
porous. The pores of straight hair are 
closed. 


Hla hair waving process Is based on 


these experiments, and the results arc 
said to bo wonderful. 


The hair Is thoroughly well brushed, 


then Btrtmds of It are wrapped closely 
and evenly around small metal cylin- 
ders. These are then covered first with 
strips of fine flannel damped with 
borax water and next with browti pa- 
per, each end being secured with, string.
